TUe figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
.dr week ending the 28th November, 1953, relate to i33 
towns with an estimated population of t 4,738 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 296 and their population is 36,160 
thousands. Thus 45 % of the total number of towns 
representing 4i'% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. 'Hie numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 10,574 and 4,508 representing birth 
ind death rates of 37-3 and 15 ■ 9 per thousand of 
copulation respectively. 

(/I) Smces (Parts A and C ): — The data here relate to 101 
towns with an estimated population of 11,060 thousands, 
Information about Bihar, Bombay Madras and West Bengal 
could not be included. The total number of towns is 
750 and their population is 30,810 thousands. Thus 40% of 
.he total number of towns representing 36% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
recorded in these towns were 8,439 and 3,484 representing 


birth and death rates of 39 • 7 and 16 • 4 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States. 

Sambhal in Utter Pradesh was the only town which 
had a high death rate of 75 * r per thousand of population 
and this high death rate was mainly due to deaths from 
fevers and respiratory diseases. 

( B ) States ( Pan B ) : — The data here relate to 32 towns 
with an estimated population of 3,678 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 46 and their population is 5,350 thou- 
sands. Thus 70% of total number of towns representing 
69% of total population is covered. The numbers of - 
births and deaths recorded in these towns were 2,135 and 
1,024 representing birth and death rates of 30 2 and 14-5 
per thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rate of 50 or over 
per thousand of population.
